| Intent and Deſign of Our Proclamation, ofthe Date the eleventh day of Aug, one thouſand fix hundred and ninety 
two Years; Requiring all Beggers within this Kingdom, forthwith to repair to their ſeveral Paroches, with all diligence, hath been 
much diſappointed and truſtrate by the uncertainty of the Paroches where the ſaids reſpective Beggers have been born; and for want 
of ſuicable Proviſion, made by the Heretors and Magiſtrates of the reſpective Paroches, where the ſaids Beggers have been born, or 
had their laſt ſeven years Reſidence: For Remeed whereof, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, ſtrictly Require 
and Command, all the Beggers within this Kingdom, immediately to repair to the ſeveral Paroches where they were-born, and where 
the Paroch or place of their Birth is not certain, or diſtinctly known, that they repair to the Paroches where they laſt reſided for the 
ſpace of ſeven years together, and to keep the ordinary bigh-ways to the ſeveral Paroches of their Birth, or laſt ſeven years Reſidence, 
and fo ſoon as they come to the ſaids reſpetive Paroches, to preſent themſelves to the Heretors and Elders 3 and where Paroches are 
Vacant, and have no Elders, to the Heretors alone; Whom We with Advice forſaid Require and Command, to mikethe Proviſions 
neceſſary for the ſaids Beggers, and to liſt their Names amongft the Poot of the Paroch, that they may be Lodged and Intertained at- 
cordingly : With Certification to all who ſhall be found begging after the ſecond Tweſday of September next, they (hall be ſeazed ag 
Vagabounds, Impriſoned, and fed with Bread and Water for a Month, or till they be. ſent home to the reſpective Paroch of their 
Birth,or laſt ſeven years Reſidence, in manner mentioned in our ſaid former Proclamation. And We with Advice foreſaid, Require and 
Command the Magiſtrates of our Burghs Royal, to meet, and ſtent themſelves conform to ſuch Order and Cuſtom uſed and wont in 
laying on Stents, Annuities, or other publick Burdens,in the reſpective Burghs, as may be moſt effectual to reach all the Inhabitants t and 
the Heretors of the ſeveral vacant Paroches, likewiſe to meet and Stent themſelves, for the Maintenance of their ſaid. reſpective Poor, 
and to appoint the In-gathering, Up-lifting, and applying of the ſame forthe uſes foreſaids: Sicklike, and in the ſame manner, as the 
Heretors and Elders are appointed by our ſaid former Proclamation ; and all the Miniſters and Heretors are hereby required to give 
timeous Intimation to the Sheriff of the Shire, if any-Paroch or perſon ſhall fail in performance of this Chriſtian Duty, in hail or in 
part; and the Sheriff or Sheriff-deput, are hereby required to call the Delinquents before them, without any delay; and if guilty to 
Fine them in double of the Quota, which the Minifter or Heretors ſhall atteſt to be wanting, and to cauſe poynd for the ſame immedi- 
atly. And further, for preventing of any queſtion that may ariſe betwixt the Heretors an Kirk - Seſſion, in the ſeveral Paroches of this 
Kingdom, about the Qt of the Collections at the Church - doors, and otherwiſe to be made by the ſaid Seſſion, to be payed in to the 
Heretors for the end ſoreſaid: We do hereby with Advice ſoreſaid, determine the ſame to be the half of the ſaid Collections, and Or- 
daines the ſaid Kirk -Seſſion, to pay in the ſame ftom time to time to the ſaids Heretors, or any to be by them appointed accordingly. 
And We with Advice foreſaid, Declare and ordain Ourſaid former Proclamation to ſtand in full force and vigour, in the hail Heads, 
Points, and Articles thereof, and Ordains the ſame tobeput to Execution with all Diligence, in fo far as the ſame is not hereby altered 
or innovat. And to the effect, Our VVill and Pleaſure in the Premiſſes may be known. OUR VVILL IS, and VVe charge 
you ſtrictly, and Command, that incontenent theſe our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat - croſi of Edinburgh, and to the 


Mercat-croſſes of the whole remanent Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name 


and Authority, make open Proclamation of the e rg none may pretend Ignorance, and Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed.
